Next Monday at hia piessant borne on 
Logan yen lie in Stanford, Mr, William 
Miller Lackey will do wiist seldom falls 
to the lot of man —celebrate hie 80th 
birthday. He has taken life easy and 
grown old so gracefully that no one who 
does not know hie age would kver im- 
agine he is fonr score. Hie mind it clear, 
his etep is firm and his general appear- 
ance IS that ol a man l.*> or 20 years his 
junior. 

.Mr. Lvekey was born Nov, 25lh, 1815, 
in .Ma lison county, Ky. His parents were 
Samuel Lackey and Jennie Miller aud of 
the children boro to them Dire* broDiers 
and two eistera survive. His grand*par- 
ente on both sides emigrated from Vir 
ginia at an early day ami were among 
the bar ly pioneers, who helped clear the 
way lor the tmilding up ol Die great 
Common wealth of Kentuckv. Tlie edu 
citional advantages ol that section, 
when .Mr. 1-ackey was a youth, were con 
fined to the Old Field Schools, which on* 
ly taught the lower branches of mathe- 
matics, geography, reading and writing,; 
but he made the moat of Diem, and at an 
etriy age left the paternal roof and struck 
out (or hiiin-lf. Ha first entered the 
m 'fcantile hiiaineoa by taking a pneilion 
with a leading merchant ol Richmond 
and M)id goods tor several years. 

He h ar ied much tiy experience and 
beiore he waa 21 decided to set up for 
himoell in buainees. He also decideil to 
take H (tsrtuer to Mliars his fortunes, 
wbioli partnership has not liAc-n dieeolv 
ed to this good i|ay and to which be con- 
trihu'-ea more of bis success in life than 
tn any oDier cause. This parmersbip 
was entered into on the Hib of Decem- 
ber, 1K37, when be was united in uisr 
riage to .Mies Martha .\nn Hocker, a 
daughter ol Col. Nicholas Hocker, of | 
Madison, a prominent farmer and stock 
raiser of that day. who induced him to 
give up merchandising and return to the 
farm, which buainesa he has followed 
continuously since. 

If ever marriage was male in heaven, 
this was. Their lives have been one con 
tinned honeymoon and to this day Mr. 
and .Mrs. Lackey are as considerate of 
each other and as attentive as lovers. 
Two children blesoed their union, both 
of whom lived to manhood, Mr. N. D. 
Lackey dieil Nov. 18 lH.Sj, but the other, 
.Mr, Samuel E. Lackey survives, and is 
one of the wealthiest and roost useful 
citix^na of Suniner coiiuty, Tenn. 

In politics. .Mr. Lackey, wlio was a 
great admirer of Henry GUy, was origi- 
nally ail old Line 'Vbig and a Union 
man, but seeing that the war was inevi- 
table with all IIS (erriule c inset) ueuevs, 
bis sympathies were naturally with his 
(Mtople anti Le capoused their cause with 
ardor. After ttie war he cost hia lot with 
the democratic pirly aoil to it has aiuce 
given his warmest support.
